Magee comes bere to advooate was intro-
dueed by Senator Newmyer, and it is
alleged that its real interest is to give Mr.
Magee, who has been blocked by Oommo-
dore Kountz' refusal to =ell his stock in the
company, the power to seoure a lease of the
line of the Manchester Street Railway, of
Allegheny City.

CHARGES OF CROOKEDNESS

Preferrad Agunlnst Ex-Gevernor Hartranft
in the Houwe of Represcatutives,

Harrrsnore, March 20.—Representa-
tive Baker, of Delaware county, ereated a
senestion in the House this moruing by at-
tacking ex-Governor HartranfR. Hoe didn"t
mention the General’s name, and neither
did his defenders, but he referred to him in
such terms that evervbody knew who was
mesnt. The matwer took on = political |
complexion when Eepresentative Patterson,
of Philadelphia, insinuated that the churges
were inspired by Senator Cooper, who
would rather be eollector of the port of
Philadelphia than to see Hartranft in the
inee. Mr. Patterson also insipuated thsi
Mr. Baker wouldn't objeet 1o being the suc-
cessor of Cooper in the Senate, in the event
of the latter securing the coveted federsl
appointment.

Mr. Baker's charges ainst General
Hartranft were thut, while President of the
Pennsylvania Steam Boiler Insurance Com-
pany, and trustee of the Norristown Insane
Asyinm, he violated the law of the State by
pocepling &  commission of $150 on a
preminm of §750, paid by the institution for
the insurance of its boilers with the Ameri-
can Steam Boiler Insuranee Company, of
New York. Mr. Baker held this to bein
violntion of law, and so charged.

Mr. Cooper was seen in the afiernoon,and
denied emphatically that he wae in any
wn responsible for Mr. Baker's charges,

that, iv faet, be was ignorant of them
unuI informed of Mr. Baker's action. Mr,
Baker confirmed thisassertion.

Geperal Hurtranft this afiernoon stated
that he socepted the Presidency of the
Pennsyivanin Boiler Tosarance Company
with the distinot understanding that he was
free to canmvass as the agentof soy other
company.
